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These deficiencies were jerrely due to the inadicuate supply 
or cebsioes, but in rart ulsoe to the suastitutivun or leea © 
nourishing foods for thesa, originally announced-—such as ish for meat 

or vegotablos for potatoes. Deliveries are usually about ten days late. 
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
